RENTS. RISING, 


“Mer. H.O, Chan, the Secretary 
of the Clerical Union, has ad. 
dressed a-letter to the Chairman 
of the Singapore Improvement 
Trust on the question of housing 
accommodation for clérks in the 
employment of commercial 
houses, 

House rent, he says, has been 
on the continous rise since the 
war, ‘due in-the main, to the 
speculation of capitalists and the 
rapaciousness of some landlords, 
the sole aim of these two’classes 
of people being a quick and big 
return of their outlay, having not 


the slightest regard, whatsoever, 2 - 


for the hardships of the salaried 
classes of the population. The 
rent of a house is invariably in- 
creased each time it changes 
ownership,: : 


Additional Expense or Il-health. 


Owing to the acute shortage of 
houses’ in the town, many have 
“trekked” to the outskirts of the 
town, which, in some cases, are a 
considerable distance from offices, 
and thus although relieved of a 
high rent, they have a’ heavier 


transport bill to meet, both for} 


themselves and the members of 
their families, especially when 
such families have school-going 
children, Those of the salaried 
classes as choose to remain ‘in 
town areas have to be content to 
live in badly ventilated houses in 
unhealthy lanes, or in the alterna- 
tive, in cubicles, which are bereft 
of fresh air and sunshine. 

You are probably aware that 
the majority of clerks in the em- 
ploy of. commercial houses are not 
in receipt of a living wage, an 
most of these are family men, 
and a high rent is a source of con- 
stant worry to them, 


Action by Public Bodies, 


Asa result of one of thé recom- | 


mendations of the Housing Com- 
mission of 1918, the Government, 
the Municipality, and the Singa- 
pore Harbour Board, began the 
work of housing their respective 
staffs, charging a small rental 
based on salaries; but the mer- 
cantile establishments which em- 
ploy some thousands of clerks 

ave done nothing at all in this 


direction, so far’ as.‘the Asiatic 


employees are concerned. These 


unfortunate people, mostly 'local- 


‘)/born, are called upon at the pre- 


sent moment to pay a rent out of 
all proportion to the’ salaries re- 
ceived, nor do their employers ap- 
pear to.make any move to do any- 
thing for them ‘by -way of grant- 
ing them rent allowance to tide 
over the present crisis, for rea- 
sons which perhaps had better be 
left unsaid, 

Praiseworthy though it must 
be said of the action of the Gov-|® 
ernment, the Municipality and the 
Singapore Harbour Board in their 
endeavour to house their respec- 
tive staffs, yet the percentage of 
such employees who benefit by 
their enterprise is so small, that 
what has been done does not ap- 
pear to relieve the housing. con- 
gestion in the city.’ 


‘What the Union Would Like. 


The Council is of the opinion 
that cheap and suitable houses in 
healthy areas.will never be pro- 
vided for by private enterprise, 
and for this reason it desires to 


urge the Improvement Trust, in|

Two recent’ announcements. by 
Lloyd's Register_have pointed out 
the increasing importance of oil in 
the shipping world—an increase 

_|'that has been made at the expense 
of coal. One was to the effect that 
to-day, for the first time in the.his- 
tory of shipbuilding, the amount of 
motor tonnage under construction 
throughout the world was greater 
than the steam tonnage. The other 
was that to-day only 62 per cent. 
of the world tonnage was wholly 
dependent on coal, ay against 80 
per cent. in 1914. This ascendancy 
of oil, culminating in the motor 
ship, ha’.been, hailed as the dawn 
a new era in shipping, just os the 
sailing vessel brought on a new era, 
and the steamship another. 

In the excitement over ofl little 
notice, apparently, has been paid 
to the information given~ out 
quietly by the Shipping Bonrd at 
“Washington, almost simultancously 
with the other announcemont, that 
the’ 60,000-ton freighter ‘“Mer- 
cer” ‘had, been assigned to 
the committee conducting tests 
on the adaptability of pul- 
verised coal for marine use. 
.Though the committee, as cautious 
as scientists, haa refused to make 
predictions, it is confidently expect-

A GREAT SOCIAL’ EVIL. 


“One: of ‘the - greatest: ‘soclal 
evils in India is the marriage of, 
children . amongst the Hindus: 
Itterally, babfes are offered in holy 
matrimony. . And inevitable .re- 
sult was that, a stunted.genera- 
tlon arose;'the number of widows 
increased by leaps and bounds; 
and a vicious circle was at once 
formed with its tentacles — ever 
spreading out rapidly. Native 
States like Mysore, Baroda’ and 

Bharatpur had, however, courage- 
ously introduced measures re- 
gulating the marriages of Hindu 
boys and girls in their territories, 
but in British India the evil was 
rampant and fanatic Hindu! 
fathers continued to sacrifice 
their girls by marrying. them 
early. . In 1921 the India’ Gov- 
ernment ‘was: asked to bring in 
legislation effectively to put a stop 
to the practice, but the author- 
ities, who apparently wanted to 
move in the matter very cautious- 
ly, stated that the initiative for 
such legislation must come from 
the non-official side of: the Indian. 
Legislature. Last month a non- 
official bill was at.last brought | 
forward before the Indian Legis- 
lative. Assembly proposing the 
prohibition. of marriages of girls 
below the’ age of 12, and of boys 
below the age of 15. The Assem- 


bly, accepting the principle under-|. 


lying the bill, has referred it to a 
select committee, ‘and it is hoped 
that after deliberation’ the pro- 
visions thereof, with any: neces- 
sary modifications, will become 
law.
